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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 6/1/2006 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Lutz et al (US 4045696) disclose a rotor-stator assembly structure having a 
conical shape. Lutz et al do not disclose or suggest the rotor having a magnetic element 
on its inner portion of the rotor which can be moved on the shaft in relation to the outer 
portion of the rotor. 

Gerstner et al (US 4651040) disclose an induction motor with a cylindrical rotor. 
Gerstner et al do not suggest or teach the rotor structure to be in a conical shape. The 
rotor structure of Gerstner et al also does not move axially. 

Saretzky (US 3689787) disclose a permanent magnet motor with a pole shoe rotor to 
retard eddy currents. The rotor of Saretsky et al does not have a cone shape nor is it 
moveable in relation to its shaft. 
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Thompson (US 6765319) disclose a plastic molded magnet for a rotor. Thompson does 
not disclose the rotor to be conical or to be made of an inner and outer portion, wherein 
the inner and outer rotor portions are separated by an airgap or void. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
limitations of Baempfer et al in combination with the remaining claimed structure is 
neither found nor fairly suggested in the prior art or any combination thereof.
